MEREHAM - 
Ely’s “living 
nightmare” 
could be back on 
the table, it has 
been revealed. 

Campaigners are 
“disgusted” after 
hearing that the con¬ 
troversial develo¬ 
pment could be 
revived to provide 
thousands of homes 
for the region. 

The East of England 
Regional Assembly 
(EERA) invited devel¬ 
opers to submit propo¬ 
sals in order to meet 
Government housing 
targets for 2031. 

The settlement, which 
could be built off the A10 
near Stretham, is among 
16 which could go 
forward as part of a 
revised blueprint for 
housing, as developers 
Barton Willmore has re¬ 
submitted the scheme for 
consideration. 

The news comes just 
over a month after Secre¬ 
tary of State for Comm¬ 
unities, Hazel Blears, 
refused permission for 
the development, claim¬ 
ing it would cause 
“chronic” traffic prob¬ 
lems on the A10. 

She also agreed that 
Mereham would be a 
largely dormitory settle¬ 
ment, merging Wilburt- 
on and Stretham and 
causing the two villages 
to lose their identities. 
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According to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC), only 
new proposals or exist¬ 
ing schemes which had 
not been rejected by the 
Secretary of State should 
have been submitted. 

Cllr Fred Brown, lead¬ 
er of ECDC, said: “It is 
staggering that the 
developer continues to 
put Mereham forward 
when it has been so 
soundly rejected by 
everyone. 

“We would like to 
reassure residents that 
we will be making it very 
clear that Mereham is 
not a development and 
has been viewed as 
inappropriate not only 
by local authorities but 
by Government. 

“We will also be asking 
for the proposal to be 
removed from the list as 
it does not fit any of the 
criteria to meet the 
future needs of the 
region.” 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who led 
the three-year Say No to 
Mereham campaign, and 
represents Stretham, 
said: “I am absolutely 
disgusted and have 
nothing but contempt for 
the developers. 

“Mereham has been a 
living nightmare for 
thousands of people and 
to bring this upon us all 
again is just greedy, 
bitter and a disgrace.

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Council stops 
writers reading 
poetry in pub 


COUNCIL officers 
have been branded 
“petty” for banning a 
writers group from 
performing in its 
local pub. 

Turning Point, for Ely- 
based poets and play¬ 
wrights, planned to hold a 
recital in the city’s Royal 
Standard Inn last week. 

But the pub was 
threatened with a £5,000 
fine if the performance 
was to go ahead - for not 
having a spoken word 
licence. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s licensing 
officers spotted publicity 
for the play in newspapers, 
and not only stopped it 
going ahead but also called 
for the group’s poetry 
readings at the premises to 
stop too. 

Turning Point, formed 
two years ago by 
playwright Paola 
Trimarco, has been 
reading poetry at the pub 
for the last six months, 
attracting audiences on 
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what is usually a quiet 
Tuesday evening. 

The council’s actions 
showed a “lack of support 
for the arts” in Ely, said 
Mrs Trimarco. 

She said: “Having to 
cancel our event on 
October 28 and stop 
reading poetry at the pub 
every month has been 
really disappointing and I 
am extremely frustrated. 

“The landlord of the 
Royal Standard, Richard 
Whitmore, has been really 
supportive of us and has 
tried to help us from the 
very start. 

“With The Maltings and 
the Babylon Gallery now 
gone, what has happened to 
us is sadly another 
example of the district 
council’s lack of support 
for the arts.” 

Mr Whitmore, 43, 
landlord of the pub, said: 
“It is crazy 

“We have a licence for 
200 burly men to bounce

around and get 
carried away to 
whatever music 
they want but 
not for a small 
number of 
people to talk 
quietly 

“It has taken months for 
the group to build itself 
up and I tried to support 
them - but this ridiculous 
law has gone against it all. 

“I really do think the 
council is being petty 
about this.” 

Turning Point has even 
got official backing after 
receiving a £1,800 
National Lottery grant to 
provide free workshops 
and mentors for amateur 
actors and writers. 

Elizabeth Bailey, the 
council’s principal 
environmental health 
officer, insisted the 
decision to stop the event 
was not a petty one. 

She said: “Licences are 
there to be adhered to and 
we have them for all sorts 
of reasons - there need to 


be checks in place. 

“The point is that when 
somewhere does not have 
a spoken word licence 
they are not permitted to 
hold events such as plays 
and poetry readings, 
regardless of the other 
performances they are 
able to hold.” 

Arts Development in 
East Cambridgeshire 
(ADeC), which was 
supporting the group’s 
initiative, said the 
council’s decision was a 
“huge shame” for 
Turning Point. 

Nathan Jones, the 
body’s events manager, 
said: “I am really shocked 
by the licensing officers’ 
decision.”

Cathedral 

teenagers

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YOBS armed with “blast 
bombs” are terrorising 
services at Ely Cathedral. 

Anti-social behaviour including 
abusive language and criminal 
damage at the cathedral has 
rocketed over the last month. 

Alan Hargrave, canon missioner, 
said: “Things are getting really bad. 

There have always been youths 
congregating at the cathedral, but 
this is now getting out of control.” 

He said a group of yobs recently 
entered the cathedral, grabbed 
wheelchairs and noisily raced 
around on them while the evening 
prayer service was being held. 

Staff ordered them to leave, which 
they did, only to return with an old 
washing machine from a nearby 
skip and hurl it at the back door.

The police were called, but by the 
time they arrived the culprits had 
fled. 

Another service was interrupted 
when youths threw what Mr 
Hargrave described as a “blast 
bomb” at a member of staff. 

The device was designed to

explode and scare those surr¬ 
ounding it, but nobody was injured. 

Mr Hargrave said: “Both of these 
incidents were petrifying - none of 
us really knew what to do apart 
from call the police, as the youths 
were just terrorising the place. 

“But the police took too long to 
come and they vanished - once 
again, they had got away with it. 

“Anti-social behaviour like this is 
certainly increasing and it needs to 
stop. Only the other day I entered 
the cathedral to find two youths not 
doing much inside. 

“I offered them a drink and we sat 
down chatting for a while but the 
minute they stepped outside they 
shouted abuse at me. 

“We need the police to realise that 
there are problems going on and 
that they need to be sorted. 

“But I must add that because the 
cathedral is a place for the whole 
community, we also want to teach 


these youths that it does not deserve 
this bad treatment. 

“We are looking into some sort of 
creative activity programme which 
would maybe show them that the 
cathedral is a place for all ages.” 

A police spokesman said: “We are 
aware of anti-social behaviour at 
the cathedral but it certainly is not a 
hot-spot for incidents. 

“Regular patrols are carried out 
by the neighbourhood team and we 
do take this sort of behaviour 
extremely seriously 

“When a call comes in it is judged 
on its seriousness and graded, so 
whether we can respond immed¬ 
iately can often depend on what is 
going on elsewhere.”

Man hurt in 
fall from roof 

AN ENGINEER is in hospital 
with head and chest injuries 
after falling through a roof.

He is employed by Cambs 
Compressor Engineering, 
which is based on Ely’s Lanc¬ 
aster Way Business Park, and 
was carrying out contract work 
at the packaging company on 
Sutton’s Elean Business Park. 

The air ambulance was 
called at 11.20am last 
Wednesday and he was treated 
by Magpas emergency medical 
team, Dr Ben Teasdale and 
paramedic Tim Hayes. 

The man was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge where he was said 
to be in a stable condition on 
Tuesday. 

A spokesman for Anson 
Packaging said: “The man is 
not an employee of ours but he 
was doing contract work on 
our site. 

“Our main concern is the 
condition of the man but a 
thorough investigation is now 
taking place.” 


‘Nuisance’ youths get Asbos 


TEENAGE tearaways who made 
families’ lives a misery have 
been given anti-social behaviour 
orders (Asbos). 

Jack Banyard, 17, and Luke 
Turner, 15, terrorised the 
Highfields Estate in Littleport, 
where they live together. 

Magistrates in Cambridge 
heard the pair were responsible 
for nuisance driving, shouting 
in the street in the early hours, 
and other abusive behaviour. 

Turner’s Asbo prohibits him 
from possessing or consuming 


alcohol in public and from being 
away from home between 10pm 
and 6am except in the company 
of a responsible adult aged over 
21 . 

Both Turner and Banyard are 
banned from causing nuisance, 
harassment, alarm or distress, 
or being threatening, abusive or 
insulting. For Turner, this 
covers Littleport, while for 
Banyard it applies to Ely and 
Littleport. 

Brian Tully, anti-social 
behaviour co-ordinator for East 


Cambridgeshire Community 
Safety Partnership, said: “I hope 
Luke Turner and Jack Banyard 
will respond positively to the 
orders, and see it as a turning 
point in their lives. 

“The consequence of failing 
to comply can be serious. 
Breach of an Asbo is a criminal 
offence, and can result in a 
significant financial penalty, or 
imprisonment.” 

Lorraine Turner, Luke’s 
mother, has been ordered to 
comply with a parenting order.

“But we will fight it 
like we did last time 
and I think the fact it 
has been so strongly 
refused only recently 
will work with us and 
not against us.” 

Chairman of EERA, 
Cllr John Reynolds, 


said: “We have asked 
generally across the 
region for people, if 
they are thinking of 
bringing forward a 
scheme to let us know. 

“This is a starter for 
10, asking people what 
they think is coming 
forward at the start of 
the appraisal, without 


any prejudice whatso¬ 
ever, without any 
suggestion if any 
schemes are going to be 
approved. 

“With Mereham, it 
may be completely 
different to the one 
which has been reject¬ 
ed before. 

“We cannot preju¬ 


dice a site by saying it 
has already been 
rejected - it may be 
completely different.” 

There will be a 
public consultation on 
the spatial options in 
spring 2009. 

Developers Barton 
Willmore were unavail¬ 
able for comment.

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Taxpayers’ 
£ 128 k biU to 
fix cameras

ARSONISTS targeting 
speed cameras have left 
taxpayers with a hefty bill. 

Police have condemned the 
attacks after the cost of replacing 
burnt out cameras in 
Cambridgeshire came in at £93,000 
for just one year. 

A speed camera on the A14 was 
destroyed by fire and left 
taxpayers’ with a bill for £35,000. 

Extensive damage was caused to 
the camera on the westbound 
carriageway at Stow-cum-Quy, on 
April 14. 

Another attack on a camera on 
Milton Road, Cambridge, cost 
£ 8 , 000 . 

The figures, released under the 
Freedom of Information Act, also 
revealed a camera on the A142 in 
Chatteris was set alight on May 22 
last year, causing extensive 
damage costing £35,000 and on 
August 26 the same year, arsonists 
caused £15,000 damage to a camera 
in March. 

Only one other report of dam¬ 
age to a speed camera between 
May 2007 and April 2008 was 
caused by a crash on the A1123 in 
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Needingworth which cost £35,000, 
bringing the total replacement 
cost to £128,000. 

Inspector Clinton Hale, of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Safety Camera 
Partnership, said the “mindless 
vandals” are “putting people’s 
lives at risk”. 

He said: “Burning a camera just 
means we will carry out speed 
enforcement in that area with a 
mobile van which is more likely to 
result in people being prosecuted. 

“With the static cameras drivers 
know in advance to slow down at 
accident blackspots, however they 
won’t know where the mobile 
camera is. 

“Regardless of the so-called 
cause behind burning the cam¬ 
eras, it does remain an arson, 
which is a serious offence, costs 
the taxpayers money and puts 
motorists’ lives at risk.” 

Anti-speed camera campaigners 
may be behind the attacks on one 
brand of camera, Gatsos, which 
emits radar beams to measure the 
speed of the vehicles. 


On one website, protesters boast 
of the number of burnt out 
cameras, including one on the A10 
in Cambridgeshire. 

Motorists Against Detection, 
another anti-speed camera group, 
has admitted destroying cameras. 

Captain Gatso, the group’s 
campaigns director, said: “In many 
areas the cameras have not saved 
one life - the statistics for road 
deaths haven’t gone down. 

“We are now planning to target 
any and all cameras until the 
Government sees sense and 
rethinks its road safety policy” 


The group claims to have “taken 
out” just over 1,000 cameras since 
it formed in 2000. 

Cambridgeshire Road Safety 
Partnership pays for speed 
cameras with money that comes 
from central Government and 
local authorities. 

Figures released last year 
showed that drivers in the county 
paid £2.7 million in speeding fines 
in 2005. 

But the cost of dealing with the 
aftermath of road traffic collisions 
in Cambridgeshire cost the NHS 
£80 million a year. 


Ideas for how 
to beat crunch 

A COUNCIL boss is demanding action 
to help people in Cambridgeshire beat 
the credit crunch. 

David Jenkins, leader of the Liberal 
Democrat group on the county council, 
has written to the Conservative-run 
authority’s leader, Jill Tuck, urging her 
to act on a list of ideas he has come up 
with to assist people hit by the current 
economic crisis. 

Cllr Jenkins stated in the letter: “We 
will go through a difficult winter. 
Whether or not we call it a recession, 
many people will feel the economic 
pinch and small businesses will be 
especially vulnerable. This is the time 
when local government should show 
leadership and demonstrate it really 
does understand local problems and has 
the will to address them.” 

Among the suggestions he makes are: 

■ Reversing recent cuts in grants from 
the county council to the Citizens 
Advice Bureaux, arguing people 
affected by money problems will need 
additional advice services. 

■ Working to secure a code of prompt 
payment by big companies with local 
small businesses which supply them. 

■ Designating a number of days 
through the next three months, and 
especially in the run-up to Christmas, 
as ‘shop locally days’, and offering in¬ 
centives to people to use local transport, 
including the Park and Rides; 

■ Freezing plans to withdraw rural bus 
routes and looking again at what can be 
done to save post offices from closure. 

Cllr Jenkins said: “These measures 
need not cost a great deal of money and 
could be a real help to people.” 

Cllr Tuck, who is also chairman of 
Cambridgeshire Together, a body set up 
distribute Government funding to boost 
local services, said it was due to hold a 
meeting on November 20. 
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Cows saved

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Roswell Pits ‘to indude 
enhanced nature area’ 


A NATURE conservation 
area could be on its way 
to Ely’s controversial 
Roswell Pits. 

Jeremy Tyrrell, owner 
of the site, has 
announced that when 
plans are submitted 
outlining the pits’ future, 
an “enhanced nature 
conservation area” will 
be included. 

Mr Tyrrell has appoint¬ 
ed project manager, 
Martin Freeman, of spec¬ 
ialist estate and fisheries 
company, Fenn Wright, 
and said that residents 
will be able to have their 
say on the plans. 

A programme of public 
consultations could begin 
within the next few 
weeks. 

Mr Freeman said: “We 
believe it should be per¬ 
fectly feasible to combine 
an enhanced nature cons¬ 
ervation area in the 
plans. 

“This would include a 
new bird refuge with 
leisure, amenity and 
recreational use. 

“Within this we would 
like to see a number of 
countryside moorings but 
there are no plans for a 
marina at Roswell whatso¬ 
ever, nor have there ever 
been. 

“Ely’s marina is the 
existing Cathedral Marina 
and will remain so. 


“Nor, despite what false 
information has been 
revealed elsewhere, are 
there any plans to moor 
500 boats on Roswell or 
anywhere near that 
number.” 

Mr Tyrrell recently 
revealed that plans could 
be submitted by Christ¬ 
mas, after scientists 
employed by him claimed 
to have resolved the 
environmental concerns 
at the site. 

The ecological experts 
who formed their own 
independent group - the 
Nature Conservation 
Management Group for 
Roswell Pit - which is led 
by Bedfordshire-based 
ecologist Dr Clifford 
Stuckey, said a nature 
area would be feasible 
based on the results of 
recent surveys into otter 
and water vole populat¬ 
ions, and bird species. 

Mr Tyrrell said: “We 
have kept quiet while 
allegations have been 
made from other bodies 
as there is no point in 
getting angry. 

“But the facts are now 
out there - we have taken 
our time with finding 
them and now we are 
ready to use them, which 
does not include a 
marina.” 

The Local Campaigners 
for the Protection of 


Rural Ely (LCPRE) has 
vigorously opposed any 
moorings at the pits. 

Liz Hunter, vice-chair¬ 
man of LCPRE, said: 
“Roswell Pits were 
designated as a Site of 
Specific Scientific 
Interest earlier this year 
because of its national 
importance on three 
counts: its geological 
records, its role as bittern 
habitat and for its 
wetland birds. 

“It is also a countywide 
wildlife site and is man¬ 
aged as such, which 
means that the long term 
future of the site is 
already secure. 

“We are opposed to any 
motor boats on the pits as 
they would have detri¬ 
mental effect on wildlife 
and habitat. 

“We would however 
welcome any planning 
application from Mr 
Tyrrell - he has been 
promising one for the last 
16 months.” 

The move comes a week 
after an appeal was 
lodged by Mr Tyrrell 
against an enforcement 
notice served by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council to remove a 
trench and cables. 

Planning inspector 
Katharine Peerless will 
announce the decision at 
a later date.

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New bid 
to pump 
up trade 

PLANS for a new 
petrol station in 
Littleport are back 
on the table, just 
over a year after 
previous proposals 
were thrown out. 

East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning com¬ 
mittee turned down 
plans for a filling 
station on land west 
of Wisbech Road in 
August 2007, saying 
there was no need 
for it. But now 
James Graven and 
Sons Ltd, run by 
Jonathan James, a 
local businessman, 
has re-submitted 
plans. 

Mr James said: “A 
smaller scheme will 
provide these facil¬ 
ities which we bel¬ 
ieve will not adv¬ 
ersely affect local 
residents.” 

The plans include 
an HGV refuelling 
area, parking and 
car wash facilities. 

Mr James said: 
“Our intention 
would be to recruit 
staff directly from 
the local community, 
providing employ¬ 
ment opportunities 
as well as improving 
the services offered 
to the community of 
Littleport.”

Wife’s court plea 
to help husband 


AN ALCOHOLIC husband who 
dug his nails into his wife’s 
stomach and grabbed her by the 
throat has been given a suspended 
sentence. 

Robin Kamlesh Deo, of Beresford 
Road, Ely, admitted two separate attacks 
on his wife, Gita, as well as assaulting a 
family friend who became involved in 
one of the rows. 

Ely Magistrates’ Court heard how Deo, 
38, hit his wife several times on the head 
and grabbed her around the stomach, 
before “digging his nails in” on July 1. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, explained 
how Deo left the property, which at the 
time was on Toates Close, Wilburton, but 
returned in the early hours, where more 
abuse followed. 

Described by his wife as having 
consumed eight cans of beer and a bottle 
of wine that evening, he slapped her 
twice, before threatening to throw her 
out of the house. 

The court heard that Gita was grabbed 
by the arms and pushed onto the stairs, 
before being hurled out of the front door. 
She called police and Deo was arrested. 

He was released on bail but he 
persuaded his wife to let him move back 
in August. On September 1, police were 
called to the house again when Deo had 
arrived home with a family friend, 
Andrew Simpkins, and become 
aggressive. 

Mrs Mardell said Mr Simpkins tried to 
calm Deo but he continued to shout at 
his wife before grabbing her by the 
throat. Mr Simpkins had gone outside 
where Deo, who admitted he had been 
drinking, punched and kicked him.

Deo then dragged Gita inside, threw 
her on the stairs where she injured her 
back and face, and slung her onto the 
sofa. She was then able to dial 999. 

In a statement, Gita said: “Robin is 
such a nice person - it is the drink that is 
his problem. I do not want him to go to 
prison, as it is professional help that he 
needs - prison would not help him. I love 
him very much and will not give up on 
him.” 

She said he had tried to fight his 
alcohol addiction before, but stresses 
such as being misdiagnosed with 
diabetes, which led to the loss of his job 
and “severe” financial problems, 
prevented him from following it through. 

James Yardy, in mitigation, said Deo, 
who has previously been charged with 
battery against his wife and his parents 
in 2006, was “highly motivated for an 
intense programme” of alcohol 
rehabilitation. 

Mary Rone, chairman of the bench, 
said: “These are extremely serious 
offences of domestic violence against 
your wife and previously, your parents. 
You are such a lucky man - you have a 
wife and parents who love you and stand 
by you and you owe it to them to make 
this work.” 

Deo was given a four month custodial 
sentence suspended for two years, 
during which he must be supervised. He 
must also complete an integrated 
domestic abuse programme and a six 
month alcohol rehabilitation program¬ 
me. He was ordered to pay £250 costs.

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Couple call time 
at popular pub

A POPULAR city 
centre pub is the 
latest drinking hole to 
crumble under 
spiralling rents. 

Richard and Tracey 
Whitmore have welcomed 
drinkers to the Royal 
Standard Inn, in Ely, 
since taking over 15 
months ago. 

The pair, who live at the 
pub with their four 
children, quickly built up 
a loyal following and 
admitted they had high 
hopes for the pub. 

But the family have 
called time and the 
Greene King-owned 
premises will reopen 
under temporary mana¬ 
gement next Monday. 

The sad move follows 
the closure of dozens of 
pubs in Cambridgeshire 
in recent months, with 
even more landlords 
looking to sell up. 

Mr Whitmore, 43, said 
it was “impossible” to 
survive with the rocket¬ 
ing rents being charged. 

He said: “Both Tracey 
and I are so gutted with 
how things have turned 
out as we had such high 
hopes for the pub. 

“It was my local for 
about 10 years and being 
a traditional, true British 
pub it has always had a 
place in my heart.

“We have had a fant¬ 
astic time running the 
place and made some 
great friends who we 
must thank for support¬ 
ing us. 

“But the unbelievably 
high demands from 
Greene King plus rates 
from the council etc have 
just made it impossible to 
survive. 

“It is a shame that we 
could not have been 
supported in some way 
instead of being pushed 
out by the brewery but I 
suppose they are a busi¬ 
ness and do not worry 
about the people who are 
really affected.” 

The smoking ban, cut- 
price supermarket beer, 
soaring operating costs, 
the economic downturn 
and the advent of budget 
chain pubs have all been 
blamed for much-loved 
community pubs across 
the county and the UK as 
a whole. 


With four pubs closing 
every day in the country, 
a committee of MPs 
proposed a package of 
measures last week to 
stop plummeting trade 
across the industry 

Recommendations 
from the All-Party Parlia¬ 
mentary Beer Group 
were a reduction in levies 
on draught beer and 
lower rates for com¬ 
munity pubs. 

Elaine Beckett, a 
spokeswoman for Greene 
King, said: “We have held 
discussions with the 
licensee of the Royal 
Standard and we can 
confirm that they will be 
leaving the pub shortly 
by mutual agreement. 

“The pub will then 
remain open under temp¬ 
orary management as we 
begin the process of 
finding a new permanent 
licensee to take the 
business forward in the 
future.”

“They rang me two hours 
after I put it in saying it was 
bad news and it needed 
about £560 worth of work 
and that my brake pads were 
very worn down and it 
would be good to get them 
done, and it would cost 
about £720 with that. 

“So I took it away and

started looking around at 
other garages asking how 
much the work would be. 

“Eventually I took it to the 
garage in my village for 
another MOT without 
having the work done just to 
see - and it passed first time 
without anything having 
been done to it.” 

A spokesman for the 
Kwik-Fit Group, which has 
570 service centres in the 
UK, said: “Our MOT testers 
are regularly audited by the 
Vehicle and Operator 
Services Agency to ensure 
consistently high standards, 
and our MOT results are 
consistent with national 
averages. 

“Parts of an MOT rely on 
an individual’s subjective 
judgement, so differences 
will always exist. 

“While we take this 
matter very seriously, it is 


impossible for us to 
comment further since 
Kwik-Fit hasn’t been given 
time or opportunity to 
inspect the car or to conduct 
an internal investigation.” 

Tony Summersgill, owner 
of ALS Lock garage in Little 
Downham, which is where 
Miss Patterson took her car 
for its second MOT, said: 
“We passed the car with a 
VT20 pass certificate which 
shows there is also an 
advisory note of some work 
which needs attention. 

“We constantly quality 
check our MOT testers on a 
month-by-month basis and 
we analyse the results from 
the MOT test programme.” 

Miss Patterson said she 
didn’t know what to make of 
the difference in the two 
results and says she now 
wonders which MOT is 
accurate. 

She said: “I would be 
really angry if the work 
wasn’t actually necessary as 
it would be a big waste of 
money”

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Is fast food in 
hospitals a big 
fat mistake?

A DDENBROOKE’S 

Hospital is at the forefront 
of a trend that has seen 
burgers, baguettes and muffins 
become firm fixtures in the 
NHS. 

As branded food outlets strengthen 
their presence in English hospitals, 
Addenbrooke’s has become host to 
Burger King, Costa Coffee and Upper 
Crust. 

That means the Cambridge hospital 
stands alongside Southampton 
University Hospitals NHS Trust as 
having more branded food outlets 
than any hospital in England, 
according to a survey. 

While Addenbrooke’s says it cannot 
dictate what staff and visitors choose 
to eat, a councillor has urged the 
hospital to show “moral responsibility” 
in choosing which food chains it 
allows onto the site. 

In a survey conducted in January 
this year, consumer magazine Which? 
reported that four sandwiches on sale 
at Costa Coffee exceeded the 495 
calories in a Big Mac. 

An Addenbrooke’s spokesman said: 
“We encourage people to make

healthier choices, and all the outlets 
have healthy options, but it isn’t our 
place to dictate what they eat.” 

Addenbrooke’s also has a cafe run 
by WRVS volunteers, who turn the 
proceeds into donations for the 
hospital. As there is no canteen at 
Addenbrooke’s available for the 
majority of staff, Burger King, Upper 
Crust, Costa Coffee and the WRVS 
cafe are the options for staff and 
visitors who want to buy a meal at the 
hospital. 

Geoff Heathcock, a county 


councillor whose Queen Edith’s ward 
includes Addenbrooke’s, said: “There 
is concern that someone like Burger 
King is on the Addenbrooke’s site. We 
are supposed to be actively promoting 
good health and healthy eating habits, 
and that includes not eating junk food. 

“When you are running an acute 
hospital and dealing with the outcome 
of people making the wrong choices, 
there must be some moral 
responsibility on the hospital and its 
board in determining who they have 
on the site. 

“Should they not be more 
responsible when Addenbrooke’s is 
trying, or should be trying, alongside 
other agencies like the primary care 
trust, to encourage us all to be making 
healthy choices?” 

A spokeswoman for Costa Coffee 
said: “At Costa we believe in delivering 
great customer satisfaction, which is 
aided by offering consumer choice 
throughout our product range. 


“This is why when you visit Costa 
you can choose from a range of 
indulgent or healthier products. 

“Costa customers can request that 
their coffee be made with skimmed 
milk or even soya milk at no extra cost. 
None of Costa’s products contain 
added hydrogenated fats.” 

The spokeswoman added that 
nutritional information on its products 
is now available in all its stores. 

In July, Addenbrooke’s joined forces 
with Cambridge University and the 
Medical Research Council to address 
the epidemic of obesity by opening the 
Institute of Metabolic Science (IMS). 

The IMS, which is based on the 
Cambridge Biomedical Campus at the 
Addenbrooke’s site, aims to 
understand the biological causes of 
obesity, diabetes, and other weight 
related disorders, translating those 
scientific discoveries into “improved 
patient care and disease prevention”. 


The national survey found that 40 
out of 170 hospital trusts in England 
have branded food outlets. No NHS 
trust in Scotland, Wales or Northern 
Ireland admitted to having a branded 
food outlet on site. 

A Burger King spokeswoman said: 
“We offer a wide range of quality menu 
items with burgers made from 100 per 
cent flame-grilled beef, with no added 
salt. 

“We also undertook independent 
research with the Food Research 
Group at Leeds Metropolitan 
University, which showed that a 
Whopper scores equally, if not better, 
than a sandwich from a high street 
sandwich retailer using the FSA sign 
posting system. 

“Likewise, unlike many sandwich 
outlets, we also offer easily accessible 
nutritional information in restaurants 
and on our website so that our 
customers can make informed 
choices to meet their needs.”

Bid to stop rise 
in elderly abuse 


ELDERLY people are 
suffering more abuse, 
often caused by their 
own families, as a result 
of the economic climate, 
an Ely-based organ¬ 
isation has warned. 

Elder Protection, 
which is based in Witch- 
ford and campaigns for 
the protection of old 
people across the UK, 
says there has been a 
significant increase in 
elderly abuse this year. 

According to the 
organisation, more than 
300,000 pensioners in the 
UK are having their 
homes, benefits and 
savings stolen by mem¬ 
bers of their own fam¬ 
ilies due to the credit 
crunch. 

Edward Mullenger, 
who founded Elder Prot¬ 
ection, said: “In the last 
two weeks I have 
received 10 calls from 
people who are worried 
that their elderly parents 
or relatives are being 
financially abused by 
other family members. 

“Some of the cases 
involve the elderly 
person’s home being sold 
without their consent, or 
other family members 
being made aware. 

“This is a serious 
problem that is increas¬ 


ing as the economic state 
of the country deterior¬ 
ates yet nothing is being 
done to sort it. 

“There are currently 
342,000 elderly residents 
in the UK who are being 
ripped off by their fam¬ 
ilies - that excludes those 
living in care homes. 

“With the economic 
situation worsening, the 
abuse can only get worse 
- it certainly will not 
improve.” 

Mr Mullenger, who 
took his fight against the 
abuse of elderly people to 
Westminster last year, 
plans to do so again next 
month. 

The avid campaigner 
has launched a petition 
on the Prime Minister’s 
website, in a bid to get 
new laws introduced. 

He aims to take the 
petition to Downing 
Street later in November. 

Mr Mullenger said: “I 
would like to see the 
protection of elderly 
people brought up to the 
same level as that of 
child protection. 

“The Government is 
continually saying it will 
put new legislations in 
force but it is really 
dragging its feet now. 

“If Scotland can do it, 
then so can we - and we 


need to have more 
protection in place 
before the exploitation of 
elderly people goes too 
far.” 

Robert Boorman, 
treasurer of Cambridge 
Older People’s Enter¬ 
prise, which promotes 
the interests and well 
being of people over the 
age of 50, said action is 
needed. 

He said: “In times of 
economic stress it is 
certainly the case that 
elderly people are even 
more vulnerable than 
they already are. 

“With a lack of legis¬ 
lation and insufficient 
funding for the elderly 
and the families who 
care for them, which is 
something we are 
actively campaigning for, 
things could even get 
worse as the recession 
kicks in. 

“It is like a vicious 
circle - if there are not 
enough funds then there 
is going to be abuse and 
if there is no legislation 
then this will continue. 
We support Edward in 
what he is doing.”
